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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-2, 4-6 and 8-15 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a process for manufacturing membrane- 
electrode assemblies including all of the claimed features. The most pertinent art 
includes Nanaumi et al. (U.S. Pub. No. 2002/01 55340 A1 ) and Sompalli et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,524,736). 

Both Nanaumi et al. and Sompalli et al. do not teach or suggest: 

forming an electrolyte membrane by (a) producing a wet electrolyte membrane 
film by a film casting method in which a solution of a proton conductive polymer in a first 
organic solvent is flow cast on a film-casting substrate, and (b) reducing an amount of 
residual solvent in the wet electrolyte membrane film to form the electrolyte membrane; 

applying a second solvent to at least one facing surface of an electrode 
substrate and the electrolyte membrane; and 

then pressure bonding said electrolyte membrane with said electrode substrate 
to form a membrane-electrode assembly.
